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“The Ship,” Porlock Weir. The village of Porlock 
is beautifully situated and, with its old thatcfted cottages 
and round chimneys, is one of the most picturesque spots 
in Somersetshire. “ The Ship ” is a very old hostelry, and 
contains a fine collection of antique china, brass and copper. 
It was here that the poet Southey when weather-bound 
was once a guest. 
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
